Soviet and Polish Troops in Sclueidnits. 


1, The former Grenadier Kaserne consisting of 15 to 20 threo-story buildings, each 
25 to 30 meters long, was located on Grenadier Strasse in the southmestern 
section of Schweidwite s (P oli 18) }, and was occupied by Soviet fir Force troops, 
An engine test stand was seen from the road, Airerafs engines were rumiing there 
day and night, 


2. The former Arras Laserne on Grenadier Strasse was part tially destroyed and not 
occupied, The former Flandern Kaserne Ss ordered by Grenadier Strasse and Frei- 
burger Strasse, was occupied by Soviet Air Woree soldiers. It consisted of 5 or 
6 four-story puildinzs, each about 0 seters long. 


3. The former Barbara Kaserne, lecated in the northeastern section of the + LOM g 
was occupled by “ovict scldiers including some who wore stecl.blue uniforns 
with blue epaulets and others, jwearing brom, uniforms and black epaulets with 
crossed gun-barrel insignia. *he installation consisted of 5 or 6 four-story 
buildings each 30 to 40 meters long. 


lh. Bolko Kaserne, jocated in the angle forned by Bolko : Strasse and Woyrsch Strasse, 
was the only installation which was occupied by Folish soldiers, wearing stecl. 
blue uniforms with red-bordered pleads - Soviet ovficers club, ca}led Dom 
Offitsera, was located on Friedrichstras..e. *

The former dean se Kaserne covisisted of about 20 buildings. ee 7 to 10 
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of the buildings were occupied by Soviet soldicrs wearing black-boriered 
light blue epaulets, Twe or three pudddinas were being furnished for 
quartering purposes, Partition malls wore being erected or removed and 
high voltage cables were being laid in tne otur bal dings, In April and 
May LT, 30 to hO new rachines suca ar Taihes. drilling, and milling 


machines were trucked tc the seduautn es an? set up in sore huibdiags. 


hen passing several times bebwoen Lay 19 17 and Novenber 1950, source saw a 


steel scaffold in the barracks yard A large ongine with a propeller was mounted 


in the steel structure, Civilians, Soviet officers, and soldic rs stood around 
the scaffold while the engine was rumiiny loudly. Recording to Soviet. 
soldiers, airera + parts were being amufactared there, In addition to the 
Soviet soldiers who. were quartered in the barracks buildings, ¢ Soviet 
civilians wore also employed there, The civilians with their | families were 
housed in five five-story houses on Koeniggraetzer Strasse, The residertial 
area was surrounded by a board fence a0) enarded vy Pavict een weariic 
black«bordered light blue cpevlets. Tt was generally knom in Solweidnitz 
that all the Soviets living in oe tom wore exployed as Seine laborers 
in the barracks oa The wives ef some skilled laborers said trat 
they came from Koscow aml thet their tasbands worked as aircraft experts in 
Schweidnits, 


#landern Kaserne was also occupied by Voviet soldiers. Soviet Air force units 
Were quartered in Arras Kaserne and all agedly also in Barbara Kaserne, Tio 
Soviet generals were stationed in the tom, the Soviet soldiers, sost of 
whom came from Siberia, were transferred to Schweidnitz to take part in 
instruction courses for some months. * 


Schweidnita airfield, located on the road leadinz to «elsenroda, was 

occupied by: Soviet troops, Source observed repeatedly thet two temporary 
buildings at the field were occupied by air force personnel and that some 
biplanes were parked at the field. there ES no Twivay or taxiway. On b 

June 1951, the field was occupied by tei ~engine planes, 3 singice~engine 
aircraft and 2 biplanes. there were gone mee mporary tullidings bat no hangars, 4 
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aC Comnents According to both seOune es all the Soviet soclidiers observed in 
Sclhweidnits wore blue epaulets, The concordant etatements of the tec sources 
indicate that a large betas: teal air force school with regair shoos say be 
stationed in ochweidnits, st of the Soviet experts and civilien worsers 
seem to be employed in the engine repair shops where the young sxldiers are 
given practical. instruction, 


Tt appears, however, that no air. unit is stationed there, The aircraft seon 
may have becn trainers and transports of the technical air force school 
which may exist there. . 
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
